Alr Fighting Incessant, 

“During the past week the fighting 
in the air has been incessant and 
more severe than at any other similar 
period since the beginning of the war. 
Yesterday the activity of the enemy’s 
aircraft was less marked and his pil- 
ots appeared disinclined to engage 
when close up to the lines, 

“None the less, a great number of 
fights again took place, in which our 
machines were favored by a change in 
wind. As a result of the fighting 
twelve German airplanes were 
brought down and six others were 
driven down out of control. Two of 
ours are missing, one of which was 
seen to effect a landing on the beach 
at Ostend. 

“Throughout esterday’s attacks 
our airplanes sucdessfully co-operated 
with our artillery and infantry. The 
usual bombing and _ reconnoissance | 
work was also carried out. In the

Last Step Will Be Making 
Regulations Governing

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.-—Govern- 
ment control of the coal industry was 
made almost complete tonight when 
President Wilson named Dr, H. A. 
Carfield, president of Williams Col- 
lege, fuel administrator, fixed anthra- 
cite prices for producers and jobbers, 
and set a Imt on profits to be made 
by bituminous wholesalers, 

The last and final step will be to 
make regulations for coal distribution 
and to fix anthracite and bituminous 
retail prices, 

The anthracite prices effective Sep- 
tember 1 are virtually the same as 
those now charged at the mines under 
a voluntary arrangement made by 
producers with the trade commission, 
The prices that mav be charged by 
jobbers, however, will reduce pres- 
ent costs sharply. Bituminous job- 
bers’ profita, too, will be cut by the 
new price scale set for wholesale 
transactions, 

The anthracite scale for railroad 
owned mines, which include practi- 
cally all the big producers, follows: 

“White Ash: Broken, $4.55; egg, 
$4.45; stove, $4.70; chestiut, $4.80; 
pea, $4. Red Ash: Broken, $4.75; 
ege, $4.65; stove, $4.90; chestnut, 
$4.20; pea, $4.10. Lykens Valley: 
Broken, $5; egg, $4.90; stove, $6.30; 
chestnut, $5.30; pea, $4.35.”

One Of The Accused With Ivanek, 
An Interpreter, Was 
On Stand.

CALGARY, Aug. 23.—The evidence 
in the murder trial was slow in com- 
ing out today due to the necessity of 
interpreting from Eskimo to the Eng- 
lish tongue. Uluksuk, one of the ac- 
cused, was on the stand. He told of 
|the killing of the priests and of the 
eating of the liver of the dead. This 
cannabilistic repast, he said, is a cus- 
tom of the Eskimo tribe to which he 
belongs. 

Ivanek, another Eskimo, who was 
a guide with the Steffansson expedi- 
tion, was on the stand a greater part 
of the afternoon. He detailed the 
customs of the tribes of the Far North. 
The law of the tribes, he said, encour- 
aged the killing of certain persons, 
among these being the insane and in- 
curable. He said that lying and steal- 
{ing was a far more serious offense 
| than the taking of human life and that 
jrarely was there an instance of an 
| Eskimo violating the traditions of the 
Eskimo by tejling a lie or thieving 
from one another,

LONDON, Aug. 238.—(Via Reuter's 
Agency.)—Reuter's correspondent at 
British headquarters telegraphed to- 
day: 

“Beginning at 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing a small force achieved quite an 
important success, The Bosches had 
been relying upon the flooded district 
southwest of Lens to assure them 
againt attacks from this direction. 
Swinging around from Puissetelues, 
the indomitable Canadian troops got 
across the river, deployed and pushed 
along a front of about 700 yards, 
There was stiff fighting about Green 
Crassier, a2 great slap heap full of ma- 
chine gun posts and dugouts, The 
Canadians were subjected to a most 
harrassing fire from East Fosse Set- 
lers. They came to the mouth of a 
tunnel in which four machine guns! 
were emplaced. With great dash they 
carried the place, captured the yuns 
and made prisoners of tho survivors of 
the crews. 

Hagd-to-Hand Fighting 


“There was much hand-to-hand 
fighting durirg the early morning, 
two Prussian battalions particularly 


putting up a Cesperate resistance, En 
emy airnlanes participated in tho de- 


ferse, some swoopsng vory low and 
fir'ng into our men. But they would 
pay for their temerity, one being}

“The resalt of this brilliant little

In another despatch Reuter’s cor- 
respondent said: 

“All yesterday's gains have been 
maintained in Flanders and even 
added to, in spite of violent German 
artillery firing and counter attacks. 

“The advantage of yesterday's suc- 
cess is greater than the advance of a 
few hundred yards suggests, for we 
are now fighting for the high ground 
dominating the whole tacticai posi- 
tion In northern Seigium and we have 
bitten off another slice, The greatest 
latitude of the ridge is towards the 
east of Inverness copse, whence it 
tends northeast, Naturally the enemy 
is concentrating his utmost to retain 
this commanding position; hence ‘the 
bitter fighting. 

“he extent of the German casual- 
ties cannot be judged by the normal 
calculations of the ratio of prisoners 
to the rest of the losses because in 
a struggle of this character prisoners 
are bound to be few. The German 
high command is sacrificing reserves 
recklessly in the policy of immediate 
and incessant heavy counter attacks. 
No fighting is more costly. 

“The Huns are assuredly reeling 
under the smashing blows at Lens and

“The magnificent success of the 


French at Verdun is causing the Ger- 
mans the gravest concern and there 
is reason to believe that the Crown 
Prince is calling upon Prince 
Rupprecht for succor.

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BALCONY FOR 
ISOLATION IS 
PROPOSED 


Recommendation Of Committee | 
Of Doctors—Hospital Board 
Ask For Estimates. 


Att the niecting of the hospital board 
yesterday a report was received from 
the advisory committee appointed by 
the Edmonton Academy of Medicine, 
which had been asked to state what 
was necessary at the isolation hospital 
in order to make conditions fairly 
satisfactory. 

The report recommended that no 
large sum of money be expended upon 
alterations of a permanent nature; 
that a two-story balcony of at least 
eight ito ten feet in width be built 
extending entirely across the south 
end of the present brick ‘buildings; 
that a similar balcoy be bullt the full 
length of the east side of the framo 
building; that all tents be placed ina 
State of gvod repair and that suitable 
sanitary closets be provided for the ac- 
commodation of the inmates of the 


tents. The report was signed by Drs, 
A. F. Anderson, F. H. Whitelaw, R. 
Shearer, P. A. McDonald and W. A, 


Wilson, 

The board decided to secure sepa- 
rate estimates for the construction of 
the balconies, also to secure informa- 
tion as to the cost of replacing thu 
tents, and how quickly the work could 
be carried out when required. It was 
considered useless to think of repair- 
ing the present tents, and dthers will 
not be bought until they are required 
for use. 

Conditions Satisfactory 

O. M. Biggar etated that he had re- 
cently visited the hospitals in com- 
pany with Ald. Bush, At the Royal 
Alexandra hospital things were in 
good shape, and they were particulur- 
ly impressed with the way in. which 
the kitchen was kept. When they vis- 
ited the place it was shortly before a 
meal time, yet thers were no signs of 
divorder. 

With regard to the isolation hospital 
Mr. Biggar said there were no reasons 
why the tents should not ‘be replaced. 
He suggested that estimates should be 
secured of the cost of different kinds 
of flooring and the total cost of re- 
placement. It was decided that this 
should be done. 

The secretary said that Captain Pin- 
der, in charge of the Stratcona hosp!i- 
tal, asked him to state that a consid- 
erable amount of money was being 
spent in repairs and fixing and paint- 
ing the premises. The secretary ad- 
ded that when at the hospital he no- 
ticed the amount of work that was be- 
ing done and the place looked as good 
as new. 

Mr. Cooper observed it would be a 
good thing to get them ,to transfer to 
the Royal Alexandra and then to the 
isolation hospital and carry out simi- 
lar proceedings. 

Finances 

With regard to finances Secretary 
Leonard stated that money had been 
received from the government, which 
had been sufficient to carry through 
the month. He anticipated more from 
the same source, which would tide 
them over six weeks or £0, and then 
the board would ‘have to mske some 
arrangements for providing money. 
Expenses wero being reduced where 
possible, 

Diring July 229 patients were ad 
mitted to the Royal Alexandra hoapi- 
tal and 212 had been discharged as 
well. There were 120 in hospital nt 
the end of the month. At the isola- 
tio nhospital 11 were admitted during 
the month and 10 were discharged. 
There were 13 in hospital at the end of 
the month. 

Operation of the Royal Alexandra 
hospital for the month cost $8408 and 
the receipts totalled $6,451.75, leav- 
ing a deficit of $1,956.72. The cost of 
the isolation hospilal wes $1,456.37, 
and the receipts $259.30, leaving a de- 
ficit of $1,197.07, 

Trouble With Cooks 

Secretary Leonard explained that 
there was again trouble with the Chi- 
nese cooks in the kitchen. Not iong 
since the board agreed to a cuggrestion| 
made by the head cook that he should 
be given the whole amount paid and 
provide his own assistants, The sum 
which the board provided was $150. 
Now there was dissatisfaction and 
talk among the cocks of leaving, as 
better wages could be got elsewhere. 
The head cook did not like it because 
he was having to pay more and could 
not get anything out of the dea', as 
he thought he would be able to. He 
was taking $75 per month and paying 
the ocher men $45 and $30 per month. 
The head cook also wanted a holiday. 

The board decided to give the cook 
the holiday and increuse the amount 
to $1.70 per month and continue the 
arrangement that it should be paii 
the head cook and he pay for the nec- 
essary help.

James Vale, proprietor of the Ox- 
ford Rooming house, on 101st street, 
was fined $800 and costs in police 
court Thursday morning on a charge 
of selling liquor. He paid. This is 
the largest fine imposed by Magistrate 
Barclay in two months, ‘ 

The principal witness for the crown 
was Edgar Williams, who admitted on 
cross-examination by Vale's solicitor, 
Gordon Winkler, that he was occa- 
sionally paid sums of money by the 
Police for the purpose of securing 
evidence against wrong-doers, He had 
‘been working for the police at inter- 
vals for several months und previously 
had held a number of very temporary 
situations. He stated that he worked 
for the police because he had u high 
sense of mora! values since he joined} 
the church 17 years ago. 

After astounding the magistrate and 
crown by etating that he was paid by 
the department on a commission basis 
according to the convictions he secur-| 
ed he was closely examined = and 
changed his story by saying that he 
received certain sums for purchas'ng 
liquor from bootleggers and in addi- 
tion was allowed a small salary. 

Williams told of buying drinks of} 
Scotch whisky from Vale at 25 cents 
a drink and also of purchasing a 
bottle of liquor for the price of $5. 
Detectives claim that the liquor »9!d 
by Vale consisted largely of tobacco 
juice made by straining tobacco shav- 
ings and water through a piese of

BRITISH PAPERS 
AGAIN STIRRED 
OVER AIR RAIDS 


Urge Government To Greater 
Activity—Reviewed Demand 
For Reprisals, 


London, Aug. 28.—Renewed news- 
paper attempts to stir the government 
to greater air activity have followed 
yesterday's air raid on the southeast | 
coast of England, There also may be 
more demands for reprisals against 
the Germans since the bombing of 
pleasure resorts like Margate and 
Southend, which have no military es- 
tablishments, arouses inu.gnation even 
greater than was caused by the at- 
tacks on the residential districts of 
London's poorer classes, 

The gist of the complaints is that 
although the fourth year of the war is 
beginning the British government has 
not awakened as much as has Ger- 
many to the importance of acrial war- 
fare, nor kept abreast of the German 
designers in improved and powerful 
types of machines, 

The Fall Mall Gazette says the 
British airmen are fighting superbly , 
but it notes with anxiety that their 
success seems to be achieved at a 
steadily wrowing cost and that German 
airmen are fighting better than form- 
erly and are showing an improvement | 
in morale in every respect. The news- 
paper concludes; 

“Unless there is speedily an offictal 
awakening to the reality of the posi- 
tion, our future may be jeopardized,” | 

One of the chief handicaps to the 
air service, according to most experts, 
is that it remain under dual manage- 
bment, being subordinate of both the 
army and navy. 

The Manchester Guardian expresses | 
great dissatisfaction over what it] 
terms British weakness in the air and 
says that Great Britain's position 
should be such that an invasion of the 
United Kingdom by air would be as 
impossible as on the surface or by 
water. The newspaper concludes that 
if the Germans take the lead in the air 
Great Britain will be less well off than 
she was a year ago,

Peeresses Are Being Created By 
the Killing of Male Heirs of 
Noble Families. 


London—There are twenty women 
in England who form the nucleus of a 
class that promises to grow larger as 
the war progresses and the sons of 
noble families are killed. Where there 
is no male heir to a peer's title in 
some cases {it passes to a daughter. 
There are many notable names among 


these women who have inherited titles, 
In many Instances the member of the 
feminine sex has brought more recog- 
nition to the inherited title than any 
of the male predecessors. 

At one time peeresses in their own 
right were summoned to appear in 
parliament by their proxies and from 
time immemortal they have held the 
right of trial by their peers. If they 
marry commoners they retain their 
rank, and they write their signatures 
as peers, using the name of the title 
only and not the Christian name,

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It is costing the city $395,000 
this year for interest on loans 
made necessary because taxes have 
not been paid. On the books this 
is offset by interest charged upon 
the tax arrears. But in these 
times of stress it is one thing to 
liave to pay out real money, and 
another thing to have a prospect 
of getting it back some time in the 
future from the sale of non-pro- 
ductive real estate. Haw much of 
the tax arrears, and interest 
charged on them, will ever be col- 
lected is a matter of speculation. 
Meantime the man who pays has 
to carry the load and assume the 
risk, That is not an arrangement 
that can be continued indefinitely. 


It would be interesting to know 
what the public at large think of 
the manipulation that is going on 
at Ottawa to provide them with a 
Government that can be trusted to 
run thé war as it should be run 
and to conduct public business 
generally in the way it should be 
conducted. The basis of all the 
negotiations that have been 
proceeding at the capital for 
weeks for the avowed pur- 
pose of creating some sort of 
national government is that 
the public cannot be trusted to 
manage their own business. The 
present Government having be- 
come stalled, the constitutional 
way out is for Sir Robert Borden 
to either call a general election or 
to resign and’ let the Governor- 
General call on some gne else to 
form an administration. He is 
taking a third course, for which 
there is no justifying precedent, 
and no necessity aside from Sir 
Robert’s misconception that he is 
the only man available to conduct 
a win-the-war Government. De- 
luded by the notion that he can 
govern and that nobody else can, 
Sir Robert is conspiring, as he 
has been for months, to perpetuate 
himself in the Premiership,  re- 
inglorious 
record and of what the public may 
think of it. Recognizing that the 
present Government has lost pub- 
lic confidence, the whole purpose 
of his manoeuvre is to prevent the 
public exercising thejr right to 
solve the situation at the polls. 
His declared’ intention is to form 
a coalition government, composed 
of such men as he may think 
should be included; and then to 
either extend the life of Parlia- 
ment arbitrarily or try to ‘‘get 
by’’ the elections on the strength 
of his new colleagues and the in- 
terests and influences they may 
represent. That Sir Robert is 
honest in the delusion that he is 
indispensable can be _ believed, 
despite his record, but the more 
honest the delusion the more deep 
his distrust of the patriotism and 
sound sense of the public. There 
is, indeed, every reason to suppose 
both from his past course and his 
present political play, that Sir 
Robert is profoundly convinced 
that the Canadian people are eith- 
er incapable of self-government or 
wanting in loyalty to the interests 
they have at stake in the war. 
The only ground upon which his 
present attempt to dictate who 
shall direct the national affairs 
can be comprehended or defended 
is that if allowed to express their 
sentiment freely at the polls the 
public would return a majority of 
inembers to Parliament who were 
either indifferent to the issue of 
the war or incapable of setting up 
and supporting an efficient Gov- 
rnment. What the public think 
of this new introduction of the 
Kaiser system of selecting minis- 
ters remains to be seen.

Every year thousands of barrels 


| of inferior or damaged apples are 


fed to pigs, or allowed to rot un- 
der the trees in Ontario orchards. 
This fruit is wholesome, but it is 
not first class fruit and would 
not keep in storage. If made avail- 
able to people where apples are 
not grown, and are accordingly 
costly, it would be canned for 
witner use, and many tons of oth- 
erwise wasted food would be saved 
to the nation and the world. Some 
effort has been made in past years 
to dispose of this ‘‘cull’’ crop of 
Ontario applies in Western Can- 
ada; but the effort was usually 
along the line of trying to unload 
it on Western people as high grade 
fruit and at high grade prices. Na- 
turally such efforts failed, destroy- 
ed the repute of Ontario apples in 
the Western market, and created 
a suspicion which would probably 
defeat any scheme private enter- 
prise might evolve for bringing 
this inferior fruit to the West at 
this time. Our national Govern- 
ment should take hold of such 
problems as this and solve them 
by Government action in the 
interests of the nation, Thousands 
of box-cars will be hauled from 
eastern to western Canada in pre- 
paration for the grain rush—many 
of them empty. Why cannot the 
food-controller fill them with these 
inferior Ontario apples and sell 
them in the Western markets at 
cost? 


A correspondent complains of 
the lack of police protection in 
outlying parts of the city, and in- 
cidentally inquires whether the 
chief is still being paid $4,000 per 
year salary. The police force now 
numbers 62 all told. This includes 
pound-keepers, humane officer, of- 
fice help, and everyone employed 
in connection with the department. 
Making these deductions, and al- 
lowing for the detective force, the 
men available for patrol duty can- 
not be more than forty or forty- 
five. This force again has to be 
divided into three shifts in order 
to carry on the work day and 
night; which leaves from 12 to 15 
men on each shift to do beat duty 
over the entire city. That in any 
but the principal business streets 
policemen are not frequently seen 
can hardly be surprising under 
these circumstances. In the past 
three years the force has been cut 
down from 145 to the present 
figure; and the cost from $200,000 
per year to $87,000, the latter sum 
including the cost of the police 
commission which was not in ex- 
istence three years ago. Despite 
this curtailment, in no city in 
Canada is the law enforced and 
life and property better protect- 
ed than in Edmonton, as shown by 
the infrequency of serious offenses 
and the prompt apprehension of 
law-breakers. As to salary, the 
chief of police during the past two 
years has been paid $3:000 per 
year less patriotic fund deduc- 
tions. His two predecessors drew 
$4,000 per year euch, and also had 
the assitance of a deputy-chief and 
a private secretary. Considering 
the area of the city and the cosmo- 
politan character of its population, |

maximum of police efficiency at a 
minimum of cost.

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SOLDIER SETTLEMENT 


While the bill to assist returned 
soldiers to set... upon the land was up 
for consideration in parliament on 


July 26th. Hon, frank Ollver spoke 
as follows: (Hansard). 
Mr. Oliver’ When we were discuss- 


ing the resolution, 1 raised a question 
as to the advisability of what might be 
called permanent reservations, such as 
are contemplated by this section. 


While we desire to meet the purposes | 


of the Bill by giving priority of right 
to those taking advantage of the pro 
visions of the Bill, we do not wish un- 
duly to prejudice the ordinary settle- 
ment of the country, I think at the 
time I Suggested to the minister and 
if I did not, I desire to suggest now, 
that instead of a permanent reserva- 
tion to continue until three years after 
the war being made, provision be 
made for the purpose of giving soldier 
settlers priority, but that any such 
reservation shall not continue for a 
longer period than six months, That 
would give the soldier settler priority 
during the period of six months, but 
it woull not hold back other settl»- 
ment awaiting the time when the sol- 
dier settler might find it possible to 
take advantage of the provisions of 
this Bill.

Anni of Tom Sayers. 

With the exception of Tommy Burns, Tom Sayers was the 
smaliest man who ever held the world's heavyweight champion- 
ship title. Sayers was born in England eighty-seven years ago to- 
day, and won his spurs by beating a number of good men before 
he challenged Bill Perry, the Tipton Slasher, who was then cham- 
pion, in 1867. Sayers was five feet eight inches in. height, but 
weighed only a little over 150 pounds, The Slasher had a punch 
lke the kick of a mule and when Sayers stood opposite him he cut 
a very funny and insignificant figure. Sayers’ insolvent smile an- 
noyed the big fellow and he tried to wipe it off the little one's 
face. He rushed at him any number of times while his arms 
worked like flails, but sornehow or other Sayers never was in the 
place that Perry hit at. The Slasher was the most surprised) man 
in the world when he suddenly felt a stinging blow on his nose, 
which drew first blood. The big one became enraged and rushed 
about the ring like an angry bull, forgetting what little ring wisdom 
he ever knew, but Sayers was too quick for him and avoided his 
blind slashes into the air, and ever managed to get in a good ono 
to the face every once in a while. Round after round Sayers danced 
about.
